They aak two 
questions: Will It work? It is iru'o? 
Many Hindu.s .ire devout men but they 
do not wlKh to bo baptised. 

Many would-be missionaries cannot 
he sent out on account of lack of 
funds. These would do well to got 
positions' In foreign countries a» gov- 
ernment employees, teachor.s and even 
buslne.ss men. They ca.n make friends 
imong the heathen and -whon the op- 
portunity arrives, they can send out 
the Word. 

Tho Chinese studonls arc learning 
EngllMh with a view of «otllng ii 
l>roader Unfmlcdgo of We.stcni civili- 
zation .and manners. It is also very 
expedient for a missionary to learn 
Chinosp. By springing a Chinese pro- 
verb among some leiuned ChlnosQ, ho 
finds that barriers fall down and he 
gets opportuMltie.s to discuss subjects 
pertaining to his mlsHlon.

ICach have their domoralb.ing In- 
riuencp on. (ho spiritual thought of 
congregations ,at the prc."!ent d.'iy. 

"I envy you men who will lio sniii^' 
out lo preach within the next ion 
years,' he -•taid. "Today is the great- 
est day .for the preaching of the 
gospel all over the world. There Is 
going to be a riciKi Is.sancc, the light 
of which man lias never seen.

I T may not have come to the notice
